I would, with- 
out n moment of hesitenoy come to 
you all. I struggle, as inspired men 
did (Eph.

HARNESSING OUR RIVERS 






Congress lit limt is getting down to work on a coiiHervution bill in 
tended to unlock our national stores of "white coal." 

It is estimated that we are letting 36,000,000 horsepower run to 
waste. That is about enough to turn every wheel in America. The 
nation has long been conscious of the unspeakable waste involved in 
letting so many swift streams run unharnessed. Hut action has been 
held up for many years, because the theoretical conservationists and 
the practical exploiters couldn't agree, and the government never 
succeeded in working out a satisfactory policy 

Now it is announed that the administration has evolved a plan 
which will protect the public interest and at the same, time hold out 
sufficient inducement for private capital to go ahead and develop 
the power sites. There is to be a commission composed of the secre- 
tries of interior, war and agriculture, and employing a salaried direc- 
tor, empowered to lease the water power privileges on public lands, 
on Indian lands, in national forests and on navigable' streams ev- 
erywhere, for periods not exceeding 50 years. At the end of the 
period the projects may be re-leased to the lessees, or lased to other 
parties, or taken over by the United States, at the dicretion of the 
government. The yearly rental receipts will be placed in the fed- 
eral treasury. 

The measure is said to embrace important features of the Shields 
bill and the Ferris bill, 
early action on it. 

If the bill will really accomplish what is promised for it. net ion 
cannot be too prompt. The present fuel famine and railroad handi- 
cap add unusual interest to what has always been a fascinating con- 
servation problem. Every bit of water power turned into electric 
energy, available for power, heat and light, will lessen the clamorous 
vmand for coal and help to relieve the railroads. It will be a posi- 
ive addition to our national wealth, too. Those .'15,000,000 horsepow- 
er now running to waste are worth untold billions of dollars.

Give him clean, wholesome, simply 
cooked food— plenty of milk, cereals, 
vegetables, fruit, an egg or some meat 
occasionally. 

Wrong food— too little, too much, or 
wrong kinds— hurts the child's chance 
of being the strong, healthy boy or 
girl you want. 

Right food— may mean— strong bod- 
ies, good brains, rosy cheeks, bright 
eyes. 

Here's Good Food For a Real Young- 
^ ster's Day 

A good breakfast to start him off- 
milk, corn-meal mush, apple sauce. It 
makes him fit for school and fit for 
play. 

Milk and plenty of it, makes him 
grow— a quart each day if you can. 
Put it on his cereal and in his cup. 
Make It into soups, puddings, or cus- 
tards for him. Try the recipes on 
the last page and watch him smile. 



too — baked apples, apple sauce, thor- 
oughly ripe bananas, prunes, oranges, 
etc. Give them vegetables, fresh or 
canned. Plenty of fruits and vege- 
tables tend to prevent constipation. 
Use proper food and do not depend up- 
on laxatives. The youngster can't be 
well unless the bowels move regular- 
ly. Don't let him hurry off in the 
morning without attending to this 
duty. 

Other foods a child needs: Whole 
wheat bread, not too fresh, corn bread, 
well-cooked oatmeal, corn meal, rice. 
They help make strong boys and girls. 
Some fats, butter or margarine or 
meat fats on his bread or in gravies. 
An egg, perhaps, particularly if he 
doesn't get his full quart of milk, or 
he can have a little meat or fish, but 
he doeB not need much. 

Sweets are good for them — the 
right ones at the right time. Dates, 
raisins, stewed fruits, simple pud- 
dings, sugar cookies, are better than 
candy. Give them at meal times. 

Between meals let them have bread 
and butter, a cracker, or fruit. They 
won't spoil the appetite, and candy 
will.

Renewed In Russia As Bolshevik! 
Lose In Constituent A»»e«My— 
Radical* Withdraw From New 
Leglalathe Hod,. 

London, January 20— The long- 
awaited convening of the Constituent 
Assembly apparently has precipitated 
a fresh crisis In Russian affairs, with 
renewed disorders as the consequence 
of a struggle for control In the capital 
Indicated aa a possibility. 

The Bolshevlkl evidently are not 
taking kindly to the new legislative 
body, In which the very first vote of 
the - opening session Friday revealed 
a decided antl-Bolshevikl majority, 
which easily elected Its candidate for 
Chairman, 244 to 161, and this with- 
out the help of the new Constitution- 
al Democrats, who were not present. 

The Bolshevlkl and their support- 
ers, the extreme Social Revolutionists 
thereupon withdrew from the Assem- 
bly. 

This break with the majority Social 
Revolutionists, who showed their con- 
trol by electing as Chairman one of 
their leaders, M. Tchernoff, Minister 
of Agriculture In the Kerensky Gov. 
ernment, is Interpreted abroad as a 
probable prelude to an attempt on the 
part of the Bolshevlkl Government to 
assert itself in supreme control re- 
gardless of what course the present 
Assembly may desire to take. 

The forcible dissolution of the As- 
sembly or its reorganization as a Bol- 
shevlkl body are among the possible 
courses forecast. 

It Is recalled that the Chairman of 
the Assembly, M. Tchernoff, was un- 
der fire as a member of the Kerensky 
Government, being accused of pro 
Germanism and of having relations 
with the enemy. 

He afterward was rehabilitated, 
however, and continued a strong in- 
fluence In Social Revolutionary cir- 
cles. In November he was one of the 
political leaders who attended a con- 
ference at Russian headquarters 
when an effort was under way to 
form a new Government in opposition 
to the Bolshevlkl. 

Some disorder preceded the open- 
ing of the Assembly, five persons be- 
ing killed and a dozen wounded In 
street fighting. 

ITALIANS CHECK ENEMY EFFORT 
TO ADVANCE AT VENICE 

London, January 20— Only one spot 
on the military map is showing any 
activity out of the ordinary for mid- 
winter—the right flank of the Italian 
river front, on the lower reaches of 
the Plave. Here the Austrtens have 
made a further effort to drive into the 
Italion lines near Capo Slle and 
wedge their way further toward Ven- 
ice. 

The latest assault appears to have 
been no more successful than the oth- 
er recent efforts, the Italians meetlnr 
the enemy with devastating artillery 
Are and obliterating machine guns 
and rifles the few detachments that 
succeeded in getting across No Man's 
Land to the defensive barricades.
